In sfiort, corruption, as 
notorious as the sun at noon-day, is the oil, as itis said, with 
which the system works; and a précious oil it is for the interests 
of the people.”—“ Reform will be obtained when the existing 
authorities have no longer the power to withhold it. It will be 
obtained as soon without petifioning as with it. But something 
more than @ petitioning attitade will be necessary. At this mo- 
ment I would not say a word about insurrection; but we must be 
ready and steady to meet concurrent circumstances.” 

Mr, Cooper addressed the Jory fortwo hours in a most elo- 
quent, oratorical, and parte. speech. He said he la- 
boured under peculiar difficulty, since lie had received his 
brief scarcely twelve hours ago. He proceeded to expose the
